he did not want to go up on the hill and look 
for a crow's nest." He replied, " I idtl po if 
)ou want me to." 
lie manifested no reluc- 


tanec to go. 


We went together up the hill, till we came 


on the top of the rocks, and then went west 
till we came to the tree where he was after- 
wards found. 
When we came to the tree, 1 


told him "to climb up and see if he could see 
Ihe neist." 
He climbed up the tree, some 15 


or 20 fe-et, and I climbed up after him, taking 
the rope up with me. I tied one end of the 
rope around the tree, and then told him " to 
look out into another tree," which I pointed 
out, "and sec if he could see the crows j" and 
as he was looking, I prepared a slip-noose on 
the end of the rope, «nd slipped it over his 
head ; when I shoved it npt close around liis 
neck, he cried out, " DON'T Reuben, DON'T 
and as he cried out I shoved him off the limb 
on which he waa standing. 
He dropped but 


a thort distance, with his arm over the limb on 
which his hand was resting before I pushed 
him oil'. 
Ho did notntruggle, that I noliced, 


after I pushed him off. I took off his cap, 
hung it on a limb jubt over his head, c«ime 
down from the tree and left him. 
I looked 


back but once, after I left the tree, and he 
hung pL-ricclly ttili, and I never saw him af 
ttrward. 


I went back to the butternut free, took up 


the basket, partly filled with butternuts, car- 
lied them to the wa^on-house, put them into 
th« ilcigh, oveihead, remained there a few 
minutes, and then went into the house. 


Mother had gone up stairs,* and was lying 


down, s>he noc feeling well that day ; J colled 
to her and told her "that it was dinner time." 
She replied, "I do not care about eating, as I 
do not fuel very well; but you can go into the 
Jutterj and nut." 
I did s>o, went out after 


iiaving eaten ; fed the hogs ; got my sickle, 
ind then, for the first time, went into the field 
and commenced cutting corn. I then began 
:o be conscious of what 1 had done. These 
were the (ir.>t feelings of sorrow or regret, 
which I remember to have felt. 
I thought, 


'what would my wife say, if she should find 
out what I had done." I thought she would 
nourn herself to death about it, if it should be 
bund out. 
J felt as if J would give the whole 


woild, if I could only bring the boys back to 
ii« again. 


J then began to think, what I would do when 


[ went into the house, to keep mother from 
uspecting that I had killed the boys. I could 
hink of nothing tlse, only to tell her that 
Stephen had .said, "th.it he hnd a notion to go 
i (Uhing." 
After cutting corn about nn hour. 


[ went into the house and uskcd mother, " it' 


knew where the little boys were ?" 
She 


said, "I have not seen Stephen since his nn- 
;le went away, and I have not seen David 
since he went out just behind you." She then 
aiked me, ''if I knew where they had gone ?' 
ind I tolrl her, "perhaps they had gone a fish- 
ing." 
She said, tl Have you heard them say 


•uiything about it?" 
I replied, "Stephen 


spoke «bout going." Nothing further passed 
Between us at that time. 


I then went out to the corn field, remained 


about half an hour, and was then driven in 
by th«' rain. 
T had been in the house but a 


few minutes when mother came in from the 
Burden, and asked me if I had seen anything 
of the children ? I told her I had not. 
I 


then went out again to the corn field, took 
my sickle, went back to tho house, and moth- 
er askx-d me again about tho children. 
She 


asked me to go after the shower was over, 
down the creek to Mr. Hobert Dunbat's, and 
iue if 1 could find them, .tjbfit perhaps they 
hud got into the creek. 


After the shower was over I went down 


the creek to Mr. Dunbar's and asked "if they 
had seen the children ?" 
They said they had 


riot. 
As I went to the house, I met Mr. Les- 


ter returning from the mill, and I «hked him 
if be h.td seen anything of the little 
boy 


down the road? 
He said he had not, and 


naked me where they were ? I to'd him 
"perhaps they have gone a fishing, Stephen 
spoku about it." 
He said you had belter go 


down to Finkles, and if jou don't hear any- 
thing of them, come back up the creek. I 
went down to Finkles and asked if they had 
•eon the boys? 
They said they had not. 
I 


came bbek up the creek, and Mr. Lester tisk- 
t-d mo if I had beard anything of the bcfcs ? 
I l old biift 1-liad not. It was now night.— 
Mr. Lester, mother and myself, spent the ev- 
ening together; the children were frequent- 
ly mentioned, and thev thought jwhapii the 
boys had gone; over to Mr. Hallenbeckx. 


I went to bed about 9 o'clock; I then be- 


gan to realize more fully what I had done, 1 
k«-pt thinking *' what would my wife say if 
she jihould know it." 
I did not slet-p much 


that ni^ht; every time I fell asleep, I could 
hear the little boy cry " don't, don't," and 
ihut would wtike me up. 
The next morning 


being Sunday, aAer 1 had done the chores, 
I went down lo the place wore Stephen WHS, 
looked at him a tun mimit«s, put H few more 
leaver, over him, went back to the houie, and 
got nsrtdy for church. I fell very sorry that 
I had killed the boys, and thought I would 
give all I had in the world if 1 could only 
bring th«n> back to life again. 


Mr. Lester had pone down to Mr. Hallan- 


beck't to wu if the boys were there; 1 cot 
up the hordes to go to meetittj; and asked 
mother if we should wait for Mr. Lena r V— 
Shu *aid: u Htt laid me not to wait fo* him, 
if ha did not get buck in.•Meon* We start- 
ed for church, went down the )am a* f. r a* 
tho rood, where we met Mr. Letter, and 'be 
r*q««sle<l m« to go back and help roatch for 


the children. I went back, put up the horses, 
and continued the search till about three or 
four o'clock, then took the horfetes, went for 
my wife, and returned with her about 6 o'clock. 
The next day und ^Tuesday we continued 
searching^ and on Wednesday about noon, 
the youngest boy was fouud ; almost immedi- 
ately after which, suspicion falling on me I 
was arrested. 


The next day the oldest boy was found ; 1 


did hot At any time during the starch intend 
to send any persoi/ away from the place 
where 1 knew the^botlies were} nor did I 
have any idea at the ttme I killed the boys, 
of so disposing of them, that the persons who 
found them would think that the older boy 
had killed the younger, and then hang«d 
himself: J hanged David because I thought 
he would die easier than I thought he would 
do, if I killed him as I did Stephen, I wanted 
the people to find the boys sind bury them, 
if they could without my telling them where 
they were, for I did not think that any one 
would suspect that I had killed them; t 
sup- 


po&sed they would think some one else had 
done i t ; I hardly know what led me to kill 
the boys; I cannot recall any distinct motive 
for doing it, only I thought if they were out 
of tfie way, they could not come into posses- 
sion of property to which they had no rights ; 
stud I thought perhaps I might stand a little 
better chance of getting the property ; I nev- 
er had bard feelings towards the boys them- 
selves. 


Fiom the time of the murder till the even- 


ing of December 20th, I have uniformly de- 
denied all knowledge of it, and that I might 
have a Jbetter chance of getting clear of pun- 
ishment. I did not confess my guilt to either 
of my counsel, but uniformly insisted that I 
was innocent. I am very sorry that I have 
brought this terrible disgrace upon my fami- 
ly, and especially upon my wife, for whoso 
sake I would be willing to suffer any infliction 
and to spare her feelings as much as possible 
I have directed that this paper shall not be 
made public until after my death. 
And now 


all that remains for me to do in this world is 
to commend myself to the mercy of that GOB, 
whose laws I have so shamefully violated; 
and beg that he will make this, my bumble 
confebsion prove the means of effectually de- 
terring all others from following me in the 
paths of eveil. 


Having carefully considered all that this 


paper contains, I hereby declare that I have 
kept back nothing, nor baye I khovvingly mis- 
stated anything; and by my signature, in my 
own name, declare this to be MY OXLY CON- 
FESSION.
